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; Hriſt ſaith,” Except a Man be born gant 
and of the Spirit, he cannot ſee the Kingdom of God 
nor enter intoit, Joha.3.5, 8. Sono Man in his firſt 
_A natural Birth can ſee the Kingdom of Ged, nor en- 
ter into it, nor know the things of God : For they that ſee 
the Kingdom of God, they muſt come to the Spirit of God, and 
the Spiricual Birth by which the things of God are known, and 
the Kingdom of God: And Fohx the Divine ſaid, he was in the 
Kingdom, Kev. 1.9. then he ſaw it: And the Apoſtle ſaid, God 
hath tranſlated us into the Kingdom of his dear Son : So then 
theſe {aw the Kingdom and were in it, Col. 1. 13. 

. And as many as receive Chriſt, he gives them Power to be- 
come the Sons of God ; even to them that believe on his Name, 
which were born not of Blood, nor of the Will of the Fleſh, 
nor of the Will of Man, but of God, Feh# 1. 12, 13. This is 
the Birth that ſees, and enters God's Kingdom. 

I am the light of the world,faith Chriſt,and enlightens every 
one that cometh into the world : Chriſt hath enlightened every 
one that comes into the world ; thon-that Joveſt that light,which 
Chriſt hath enlightned thee withal, thou bringeſt thy works tc 
the light, that thy deeds may be proved that they are wrought 
in God, and he that walks in the light, there is no occafion of 
ſtumbling i in him, it teacheth righteouſneſs and holineſs, it will 
keep thee from lying, and not let thee lye, and keep thee in ten- 
derneſs of conſcience towards God and Man, and never let thee 
ſwear, it willcheck thee if thon doſt ; thelight will not let thee 
take God's Name in vain, it will let thee ſee if thou doſt, thuu 
muſt not go unpuniſhed ; and will never let thee follow dranken- 
neſs, nor vain company, for who lives in that nature, are with=- 
out Ged,and ſhall never inherit the Kingdom of God; therefore 
beware, this light will keep thee from adulter y and whoredom, 
for iuch willGod judge ; and the light will will keep thee from 
thefr, quarrelling and fighting, and abuſing thy ſelf with _ 
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kind and envy, and will keep in the fear of God, this light 
which is of God, and let thee ſee all the works of the world, 
and draw thee out of the worſhips of the world, and keep thee 
in the fear of God ; where the true wiſdom is made manifeſt,the 
pure wiſdom is made manifeſt to the pure, and put into the pure 
heart, and then thy own wiſdom thou wilc ſee with the light, 
ariſing out of the earthly part in thee ; which wiſdom is ſenſual, 
and deviliſh and earthly : for while there is enviouſneſs in thee, 
there lodgeth the man-ſlayer, and all the wiſdom is from below, 
while that nature ſtands : there?s SeCts, and there's Opinions, & 
there's conceivings ariſeth out of this earthly part,where lodgeth 
this wiſdom, and ſelf-conceit, and pride, and by this wiſdom 
the living God is not known, and ſo all who dwell in this wiſ- 
dom put the Letter for the word, and give meanings and expo- 
ſitions upon it, and ſo gathers together with the outward Let- 
ter, not having the power and life that gave it forth ; fo there's 
Caſtles builded, and ſtrong holds, and fenced Cities, and high 
walls, as the Jews, who had the outward form: of that which 
was given forth from the power, the form of the Prophets, and 
Moſes and David, and Abraham, who ſaw Chriſt, who lived 
in the power, but the Phariſces and the Prieſts getting their 
words, knew not Chriſt: ſo it is now with this generation of 
the world : for you ſay, ye know Chriſt : the Fews ſaid, they 
were of Abraham, ſo they had gotten the letter, and other 
words which had the power, and all theſe are but imitations 
and likeneſles which are above,lifted up above the pure Spirit, & 
here lodgeth the Serpent in this earthly part : but as the eternal 


' light which Chriſt hath enlightned you withal is loved, mind- 


ed, and taken heed unto, this earthly part is wrought out, the 
daily Croſs is taken up, the fear of the Lord grows, the true wil- 
dom increaſeth,. the errors of the wicked are diſcovered and 
made manifeſt, the unjuſt comes to ſuffer,the juſt comes to reign, 
the wiſdom of the world comes to be confounded,then the hea- 
then begin to rage,then tumults ariſe. And dwelling in thelight, 
all Sets, and all Opinions, and Religions are diſcovered, and 
Rand naked before the Lord, and before all who are of God, 
and ſeen with the eternal eye, which all ariſeth ont of the earth- 
ly part, and the earth is but one, and all they do raiſe their 
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ground from the Zetter, which is given forth from the power of 
God: Now the power dwelling init, in the eternal light, all Sects 
& Opinions come to be judged & overturned, & ſeen to be chaff, 
and is to be burned with that which cannot be quenched,for the 
light is but one, which is Chriſt, whoenlightneth every one, & 
all are enlightned with one light, every one taking heed to that 
light which Chriſt hath enlightned you withal,it leads you out of . 
Sects, out of form, out of the beauty of the world, to live in life 
and power : and walting in the light which Chrift hath enlight- 
ned you withal, you come to be Diſciples of Je/us Chriſt, and 
ſervants to the truth, and not ſerve the luſts, nor the deſires, 
nor pleaſures, but the light it judgeth them,for ſervingſthe de- 
ſires and the luſt, thou turns into the beaſtly nature in;the world, 
and into the fleſh, and comeſt to be darkned & vailed, then thy 
throat is an open Sepulchre, that thou-drinkeſt up iniquity as it 
were water : but dwelling in the light,it judgeth all that ; and 
all thy works and aCtions come to be judged by that light, and 
all walking in this light which Chriſt hath enlightned you with, 
you all walking in unity and oneneſs of mind, and lay away 
all guile, fin, and uncleanneſs, and all taught to fear the Lord 
God: and it will lead you to the Church of God, from the 
Church in the world, & from your Teachers, to ceaſe from men, 
to be taught alone of God, who teacheth eternal things eternal- 
ly; and leads the mind up out of external things: and dwelling 
in the light, ' ther's no occaſion at all of ſtumbling, for all things 
are diſcoyered with the light : thou that loveſt it here's thy tea- 
cher,when thou art walking abroad,its preſent with thee in thy 
boſom,thou need not to ſay, Lo here or Lothere:and as thou lieſl in 
thy bed its preſent to teach thee,and judge thy wandring mind 
which would wander abroad, and thy high thonghts and ima- 
ginations, and makes them ſubje@t; for following thy thoughts 
thou art quickly loſt : dwelling in this light, it will diſcover to 
thee the body of ſin, and thy corruptions, & fallen eſtate where 
thou art, and multitude of thoughts : in that light which ſhews 
thee all this,ſtand, neither-go to the right hand, nor to the left: 
here's patience exerciſed, here's thy will ſubjected,here thou wilt 
ſee the mercies of God made manifeſt in death: here thou wilt ſee 
the drinkings of the Water of Shz/oab, which run ſoftly, and 
the 
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the pomiles of God fulfilled, which are to the ſeed, which ſeed is 
Chriſt: here thou wilt find a Saviour,and the election thou wilt 
come to kuow & the reprobation, and what is caſt from God, &r 
what enters: he that can own me here, and receive me into his 
heart, the immortal ſeed is born up & thy own will thruſt forth, 
for it is 5ot him that willeth, nor him that runneth, but the 
e).Cti>: obtaineth it, and God that ſhews mercy : for the ficlt 
cp of peace is to ſtand ſtill to the light, which diſcovers things 
contrary to it for power and itrength to ſtand againſt thar 
1:3ture which the light diſcovers : here grace grows,here's God 
3ionc 2.orifed and exalted, and the unknown truth, upknown 
tothe Worid, made manifeſt, which draws up that which lies 
in the priſon, aad refreſheth it in time, up to God, out of time, 
Through tice 

\Vhom God loves he loves to the end, where the eternal unity 
is, where ts all peace, all clean, no jar, who are all of one 
mind, hid from the worlds wiſdom, knowledge, and compre- 
henſion, and thoughts can never enter as It is written, The 
world. by wiſdom knows not God, and.he is coming to confound 
the wiſdom of the wiſe. And the Church jn God, is not in 
imitation, gathered from the Lerter, and a hgh flown. people 
in their imaginations,but are them who are born again.ofthe 

Immortal Seed, by the word of God, which lives and -endures 
for ever,which the world knows not;for theWord cuts a ſunder, 
hews down all wickedneſs, corruption, pride, and -hoanour of 
man, that all the honour and glory may be given alone to God ; 
he hews down the firſt birth,that he may eſtabliſh the ſecond,and 
raiſe up the ſecond ; and the Word of the Lord is afire, burgs 
up all the corruptions, burns up all that it has hewn down, and 
as a hammer to deat down that nothing can ſtand it; and this is 
the Word by which the Saints are born again; youare born 
again by tne Immortal Word , which lives and endures for 
ever, and feeding upon the mijk of the Word, which word is 
God.,which Word became fleſh ard dwelt among us; ſo he isthe 
Head cf the Church, and they are lively ſtones: but ail you now 
who put the Letter for the Word, and have gotten it in your 
minds, and gather Allemblies by ic ; this you cannot witneſs, 

anGlt 1s l2norance tor you to fay,the Letter is the Word, when 
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the Letter faith, God is the Word; and it is a lie to ſpeak an4 
ſay, the Steeple-houſe is the Charch :. or to ſay, them that are 
]athered by the form of the Letter, is the Church of God : for 
the Church is the Pillar and Ground of Truth, gathered by the 
Eternal Power before Letter was; and all who are in this 
Church, as it is called of the world, & live in the comprehen- 
fion of the Letter, & the earthly part yet ſtanding, there is de- 
viliſhneſs in your minds, and earthlineſs, and pride, and filth ; 
and do but hearken to that in thy conſcience, & it will let thee 
ſee ſo: and while that is ſtanding, ſuch ſacrifice God accepts 
not, and praiſes, while the nature is ſtanding, God accepts not, 
which is Cains,which God has no reſpeCt,but to Abels: and God 
is coming to judge the great Whore, all manner of Opiniosn, 
and all manner of Sefts and Fellowſhips, as you call them, all 
manner of Forms, ſeveral, as every one lives in God is com- 
ing to overturn and overthrow, for they all lodg in her : all 
the Foundation of them is in the Earth, & earthly wiſdom, ga- 
thered in the Earthly nature: he will overturn them, that he 
may eſtabliſh his own truth, his own truth in righteouſneſs, his 
own Kingdom. Now the ſtone cut out of the Mountain with- 
out hands, begins to ſtrike at the feet of the Image, that the 
bead of Gold beginsto fall, and the Breaſt of Silver, and Thighs 
of Braſs, & Feet part Iron, and part Clay, & his Dominion is a 
Dominion for ever over all, and all who dwels not in this light, 
which Chriſt hath enlighted you withal, you will be found too 
light, for he is coming to weigh all things in this balance, & be- 
fore him the Hills ſhall move, & the mountains ſhall melt, & the 
rocks ſhall cleave, who meaſures the waters in the hollow of his 
band, and his thunders begin to utter their voyces, that the 
myſteries of God may be opened, and the carnal hearts rent ; 
great Earth-quakes ſhall be, the terrible day of the Lord draws 
neer, the Beaſt ſhall be taken, and the falſe Prophet; into the 
fire they muſt go, for the Beaſt and the falſe Prophet hath gone 
together, the one has holden up the other. Now is the Lord 
coming to fit as Judge, and reign as King, who is the Law- 
giver which ſhall go forth of Z:&y. Now ſhall Z:oz ariſe and 
threſh to beat the hills, and threſh the Mountains, now is the 
Sword drawn, Which glitters & is furbuſhed, the Sword of the 
Almighty 
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Almighty, to hew down Baals Prieſts, corrupt Judges, corrupt 
Juſtices, corrupt Lawyers, fruitleſs Trees which cumber the 
ground. Drunkard, thou canſt not hide thy ſelf ; curſed ſpeaker, 
thou carſt not hice thy ſelf ; Whoremonger, thou canſt not hide 
thy ſelf. Awake,awake all people every where who live in forms, 
{ce what ye poſleis : not having that eternal ſpirit thzt gave forh 
the Scriptures ; all your formal Prayers, formal Preaching, for- | 
nal Singing, will be found as the chaff, which is for cheun- 
querchable fire, for Chriſt is riſen,the true light ſhines,the glory 
of the Lord appears, and you are diſcovered tohim,to be empty 
of that eternal] ſpirit to be born up in your underſtandings, 
which gave forth the Scriptures, I am the light which enlight- 
neth every one, that light you hate, and all who hate this 
light, ſet vp Teachers without them; but. all who love this 
light it is of God, and teacheth to God, which is a Croſs to 
all the world, and this light it is inevery one waiting in it to 
receive Chriſt ; and as many as receive Chriſt, to thern be gives 
- Power to become the Sons of God, which. are not born of 
the will of man, nor by the will of man, but by the will of 
God : but theſe are them who are out of imitations, and have 
no Images, nor no likeneſs of truth, but are in it, and poſſeſs it : 
Glory, glory to the Lord God for ever, who governs: his peo- 
ple, and is the head of the Church, Chriſt is the head of the 
man, God is the head of Chriſt, he that can receive this, if he had 
not known the Letter, let him, he is come before the Letter was 
written. 1» the beginning was the word. 

To all you that hate the light, your deeds are: evil: Chriſt 
faith, He ts the light of the world, and enlightueth every one that 
comes into the world; The one he loves the light, and brings 
his works to the light, and walks in it, there is no occa- 
fion of ſtumbling in him : The other he hates the light, and 
will not bring his works to the light is to be made manifeſt, 
becauſe his deeds are evil, and the light will reprove him : 
Thou that faiſt, this light is natural, thou art a blaſphemer ; 
and thou that faiſt, Chriſt doth not enlighten every one that 
comes into the world, thou art a lyar, and denier of Chriſt's 
words, and lays waſte the Scripture; and thou that ſaiſt, 
the light is natural, thoy puts the Letter for the light, which

is natural; true it is, darkneſs cannot: comprekend this lights 
but the light makes manifeſt darkneſs, and this is t he conjem- 
nation of the World, the light, that thou hateſt this light, thou 
haſt it. Chriſt ſaith, Swear zot at all, the light will ſay the ſame 
to thee, in thee, Chriſt ſaith, He that luſteth afrer a Woman 
conmitteth adultery with her in his heart : This light will tell 
thee the ſame, bringing thy works to it, and loving it. Chriſt 
cryed woe again't the Phariſce, the Hypocrite ; this light will 
let thee ſee the ſame. Chriſt will ſay, Go ye caxſed workers of 
iniquity; this light will ſay the fame to thee, in thee, who arc 
a worker of iniquity ; here ſhalt thou be condemned with the 
light, and judged with the light out of thy own mouth ; this 
light will let thee ſee all thy hard ſpeeches, thy venomous 
thoughts, thy evil intentions, and covetous deſires, which is 
Idolatry, and diſſembling and deceit, to be works of dark- 
neſs, and let thee fee that all thoſe things are evil; there thou 
haſt learned thy condemnation, there is thy teacher , that 
would teach thee to know God, there is thy condemnation , 
hating that light it will condemn thee from him: Thou wilt 
. ſay, thou knowelſt in thy conſcience that drunkenneſs is ſin, 
here thou loveſt darkneſs rather than the light that ſhews it 
thee, and lying, and ſwearing, and curſed ſpeaking is ſin, and 
yet thou followeſt it, and pleaſures, there thou loveſt darkneſs 
rather than the light that ſhews thee them, becauſe thy deeds 
are evil, and there thou haſt learned thy condemnation; when 
Gods rightcouſneſs ſhall be revealed in flames of fire, thou 
ſhalt witneſs I ſpeak truth. Thou knowelſt theft is fin, and all 
unrighteouſneſs God forbids, thou wilt ſee ſomething in thy 
conſcience tells thee ſo; if thou hearken to that, it will exer- 
ciſe thy conſcience, and bring thee to repentance. Chriſt ſaith 
I call ſinners to repentance, that kn thee calls thee to repen- 
tance, and if thou hearken to that, thou hearken to Chriſt 
and ifthou hate that,thou hates Chriſt,and God, then thou turns 
into ſorcery and evil, into all uncleanneſs, and then God is 
not in thy thoughts, and. then thou art the diſobedient one, 
which diſobeys the light which God hath enlightned thee 
with, and there the wrath of God abides on thee, and the 
Prince of the Air rules in thee, as he doth in all the children of

diſobedience, who hatc this light. Now do not think that 
I hold free-wil here, mans free-wil, I ſpeak of that which 
is contrary to mans will, and loving the light it will keep 
your wills from running, and your wills from willing any 
thinr, and keep it in ſubjeQtion; but he that hates this lighr, 
and mzkes 2 profeſſion of God and Chriſt, and faith, the letter 
is th2 word, and the four Books, arthew, Mark, Luke and 
7-57: is tne Goſpel, thou knowelſt not Chriff, which is glad ti- 
Cirzs , the Lamb of God , which rakes away the ſins of the 
w2-/; for the- letter takes not away fin; and thou that ſayeſt 
tho hid not come to repentance, if thou had not known the 
tetter, thon denieſt Chriſt, who comes to call ſinners to repen- 
tance before letter was, but it is he that calls to repentance lin- 
rcrs, and not the letter, but the letter is a declaration of the 
word, God is the word ; and it 1s a Ceclaration of the light, 
Cahriitis the light. And ir is a declaration of the Spirirc bur the 
Spirit is rot it ; a declaration of power,but the power is not it; 
the power, and the life,and the light,was in them that ſpoke ir 
forth, which ever the world hated ; therefore waiting in the 
light, which Chriſt hath enlightned you with,that's Scripture 
within you, and that will open the Scripture according as you 
2row in the light, the Saints conditions, as you are ſanfti- 
fied, and as you are cleanſed and made free with the S5n of 
God, for its he that maketh free ; who are made free from in, 
from the world are made free by the Son of God ; and Bleſſed 
be the Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who hath raiſed him 
from the dead , and by him raiſed us up from the dead. 

And to you that tempt God, and fay, the Lord give us a 
fight of our fins, Prieſts and People, does not the light, which 
Chriſt hath enlightened you with, let you ſee your ſins, that ly- 
ing and ſwearing, curſed ſpeaking, theft, murder, and whore- 
dom, and covetouſneſs, and pride, and luſt, and pleaſures, all 
theſe to be the works of fleſh, and fruits of darkneſs ? this light 
vithin you lets you ſee ſee it,fo you need not tempt God togive 
vou a fight of your fins, for ye know enough and waiting in 
the light, power and ſtrength will be given toyou; for they 
that wait upon the Lord, their ſtrength ſhall be renewed,and 
living 1n the Jight, and walking vp to God, itwill bring you to 
rue 
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true hunger and thirſt after righteouſneſs,that you may receive 
the Bleſſing from God, and give over tempting of God, to 
give you a ſight of your fins. Andto all ye that ſay, God give 
us grace, and we ſhal} refrain from our {in, there ye have got a 
tempting cuſtomary word, for the free grace of God hath ap- 
pearcd 10 ail men, and this is the grace of God which ſhews 
thee ungodlinefs and worldly Iuſts. Now thou that live! 1n un- 
gcdiineſ*,lying, and ſwearing,and theft and murder,and drun- 
kenneſs, and hlrhy pleaſures, and Juſting after the world, thou 
art he th2+ ruins the free grace of God nto wantonneſs , aa 
caſteſt his laws behind thy back and walkeſt deſpightfully again!t 
the ſpirit of grace; here the ſcripture is fulfilled vpon the, on 
vain man / yet thou canſt ſay, Gcd is merciful; he is merciful GC 
juſt, and that ſhalt thou ſee, when deſtruCtion comes upon tnce z 
tor thou canſt ſay, God is mercifu}, yet livelt in thy wickeunets 
pzfling on thy time without the ſear of God, ſporting thy ſelrin 
thy wickedneſs. Oh ye covetous proud Prieſts! which ceceive 
the Nation, who mind carthly things, whoſe God is your delly, 
who giory in your ſhame, enemies of the Croſs of Chrilt, your 
deſtruction is coming, that ye ſha!] not make aprey vpon the 
people any longer ; the Lord hath ſpoken it. 

Oh ye great men, and rich men of the earth! weep and howl 
for your miſery is coming, who heap up treaſure for the laff 
Cay, your gold ard filver ſhall eat you up as the ruſt and the 
cancer ; the fire is kindled, the day ofthe Lord is appearing, a 
day of howling will be amongſt your fat Bulls of Baſhaz, that 
all the tall Cedars and ſtrong Oaks muſt be hewn down, aud 
all the loftineſs of men muſt be laid low, then ſhall the Lord 
alone be exalted. 

The free grace of God is the Saints teacher, which teachcth 
them to deny ungodlineſs and worldly Iuſts, tolive righteouſly 
and godly like God in the evil preſent world, denying all the 
worlds Iluſts, and worlds ways, and worlds teachers, & works 
of darkneſs, which grace 13 turned into wantonneſs, by thoſe 
who follow the courie of the world,and the works of darkneſs, 
drunkenneis, and uncleanneſs, and ſuch are they who canner 
abide iourd doctrin z which heaps up teachers, having itching 
ears, And all who turn this grace of God into wantonnc* . 
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deny it to teach them, and they live in their worldly juſts and 
ungodlineſs. Oh how doth the Land mourn becauſe of Oaths ? 
Oaths are heard in the ſtreets openly belched forth. Oh how 
doth the pride and hauvghtineſs of Men and Women abound , 
ſcarce know how to walk in the ſtreets!Oh how doth Oppreſlt- 
on and Tyranny rule, that the cries of the:poor are entred in 
to the Ears of the Lord of Sabbaths? Oh how doth drunken- 
neſs and drunkards walk abroad in the ſtreets, which devours 
the creatures ? The Lord is rifing,and ſurely he will be avenged 
of all his Adverſaries. He is come to ſweep the Land of evil- 
doers, that the earth ſhall yeild her increaſe,and the Land en- 
joy her Sabbaths: And he will fit a Judge, and righteouſteſs 
ihall run down our ſtreets, and God alone be magnified and 
glorified, to whom it alone belongs for ever. Oh how doth all 
the creation grone under this bondage of corruption: the Lord 
is pouring out his ſpirit upon all fleſh, that his ſons and daugh- 
ters may propheſie up anddown this great City, and none ſhall 
make them afraid, crying for Juſtice, crying for Rightouſneſs 
crying for Equity : for the cry of the great Whore is come up 
before the Lord, who is adulterated from the truth; they who 
hate this light, hate Chriſt which is the husband and go from 
him : they who love the light, have the Husband which is 
Chriſt, but the judgment of the great Whore is come , who 
made all Nations to drink cf the cup of her Fornication, who 
muſt drink of the cup of her indignation of the wrath of God 
poured out without mixture, who muſt have it filled double. 
Rejoyce,rejoyceall ye prophets and holy men of God,triumph 
in glory : fing aloud praiſe to the Lord God Almighty , and 
Omnipotent, who is come to reign : rejoyce over the world, 
over the falſe Prophets, over the Beaſt, over the Whore, which 
is adulterated from the light,& tels all her lovers that the light 
is natural, and ſo denies the husband Chriſt Jeſus, and lives in 
Fornication : butall who love the light,and walk in the light 
witneſs Jeſus Chriſt to be the husband, and this light is ſpi- 
ritual: Now ſhe is convinced of her adultery, ofher witch- 
craft, of ſorcery, and that which doth convince her is the 
light which Chriſt hath enlightned her with, & this is her con- 
damnation. And now the Judgment of the great Whore is 
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come, God will be avenged on her, who has drunk the blood of 
all his Saints, who dwelt in the light, and loved the light. 

All who hate this light, they ſet up to be their light, ſuch as 
are called of Men Maſters, have the chief places in the Aſſem- 
blies, ſtand making long Prayers, lay heavy burthens vpon the 
people, which devour widows houſes, the widow has not a buſ- 
band, all are widows who are devoured of ſuch ; but who loves 
the light which Chriſt hath enlightned them with, ir joyns 
them to Chriſt, and then they witneſs him to be their hushand, 
and ſuch are not devoured of them. And who hate this light, 
hold up them who bear rule by their means, which Jeremy, who 
dwelt in the light, was ſent to cry out againſt. And they that 
hate this light, hold up them that cry for their gain from their 
quarter, and never have enough; which 7/azab who dwelt in the 
light was fent to cry out againſt. . And they that hate the light 
go after the error of Balaam, and hold up ſuch who love the 
wages of unrighteouſneſs; and all who hate this light have the 
ſpirit of error z and they that dwell in the light, know the ſpirig 
of error, and what the ſpirit of error follows ; And all who 
hate this light, hold up the hirelings that Mica cryed againſt, 
and ſuch as call for the Fleece, and cloath themſelves with the 
wooll, that Ezckiel cryed againſt, who was 1n the light, and full 
of the ſpirit. Now where the ſame light is made manifeſt, as 
was in the Prophets which ſaw Chr:i/t the light; and the ApoFles 
. In the ſame light, which gave forth the Scripture all the Scri- 
pture is witneſſed 3 and here we are grounded upon the Pro- 
phets, upon the Apoſtles and Chriſt the Corner-ſtone, in tie eter- 
nal light, by which we ſee the Prieſts bear rule by their means 
now, and ſeek for their gain from their Quarter now, and are 
greedy dumb Dogs now, nay worſe than Ba/azm, who loved the 
wages of unrighteouſneſs, but durſt not take it ; but theſe ſue 
men at the Law for it : worſe than S:mon Magus, who would 
have bought the gift of the ſpirit, but theſe ſell thelerter : this 
corrupt DoCtrin hath long reigned, but now is made manifeſt, &: 
in this light we ſee the hirelings that Preach peace, but he that 
puts not in their mouths, they prepare war again kim, and by 
which light, we ſee teachers who profeſs they are ſent of Chriſt, 
to be in the ſeat of the Scribes and Phariſees, and are called of 
- men 
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wen Meſters, and have the chiefeſt places, going in theirTong 
robcs, love ſalutations in the Markets, have the uppermoſt feats 
ti Feails, and under pretence making long Prayers, devouring 
viidovs houtes, which Chriſt cryed woe againſt, and ſuch we 
cannot own as ſent of Chriſt, nor hold up, for if we ſhovld, we 
Mould devy the Scriptures, and hold up that which Chriſt for- 
bids; and if we ſhould hold up them who rule by their means, 
we ſhould deny Feremrah to be a true Prophetz who cryed a- 
eainſt ſuch: and if we ſhould hold up ſuch as cry for gain from 
tlieirquarter, we ſhonid deny 1/aiah, who was ſent to cry a- 
gaipſt ſuch: and if we ſhould hold up ſuch as go for gitts and 
rewards who love the wages of unrighteouſneſs, we ſhouid 
deny the ApofHe, who cried againſt ſuch; for the ſame lizht ts 
manifeſt, praiſed be the Lord God, by which they are fcen and 
cannot be owned, but muſt be denied, as they were b; the 
Prophets, by Chriſt, by the Apoſiles ; and if we ſhould hold 
up ſuch that ſay, Revelations are ceaſed, we ſhould deny the 
Son as they do, for none knows the Father but the Son, and 
he to whom the Son reveals him, and ſo we deny thoſe to 
know any thing of Chriſt, or to be. ſent of Ckriſt, which deny 
the Son ; and deny Revelations; for the Apoſtle, which was a 
Miniſter of God, he was not a Miniſter of Chriſt, till the Son 
was revealed in him, and then he Preached him, and Preached 
the Kingdom of God, fo all who deny Revelations deny the 
Son and the Father both, and live in their imaginations of the 
Leiter: And the Apoſtle exhorts the Saints to have the loins 
of their minds girded up, and hope to the end, for the grace 
that was to be brought: to them at the Revelation of Jeſus 
Chriſt; now he was a Miniſter, and did exhort to wait for the 
Revelation of Jeſus Chriſt : but now thou that denies Revelas 
tions, doſt declare thy ſelfopenly, to be no Miniſter, and ra- 
ceth thy ſelf out from among te Miniſters of Chriſt, and thou 
. goelt in the ways of Caiz, thou art raced out from Abel, for 
in thy heart Ilodgeth perſecution, and thy mouth utters it, and 
thy hands act it. And they that ſpeak a Divination ef your 
own hearts, are raced out from them who ſpeak from 'the 
mouth of the Lord ; for the Prophets of the Lord cried out ever 
againlt ſuch, and ſo they do now: and ye that ſeek for gain 
from 
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from your quarter, are they that are raced. out from tht 
true Prophets of God ; they cryed out againſt you, and the 
{ame light cries out againſt you now, otherwiſe the Prophets 
ſhould be made of none effect, for they ſpoke forth freely 
and ſo they do now that ſpeak forth the ſame light ; the light 
is free, which hath enlightned every one that comes into the 
world ; thou that hateſt it, haſt learned thy condemnation ; 
it lets thee ſee all the evil deeds of thy heart: And the Goſpel 
is free to every Creature, not to be bought and fold for mony : 
Oh ſhameleſs men, that tell People the Letter is the Word, 
and buy and fell it for mony, which is a Declaration of the 
\Word, and the Grace is free, which hath appeared to all men, 
which is the Saints teacher, and.you need not have any tea- 
caer, if you own the Grace, which ſhews your ungodlinefs 
and worldly luſts ; this Grace will teach you to deny it, and 
the Lizht which hath enlightned every one that comes into 
the world, there's every one of your cordemnation in parti- 
cular that hates It, and there's every one of your teachers that 
loves it: which 1s but one, and will open all the Figures, and 
the Parables and Types to you : and waiting in it, it will guide 
you to God, there 1s your teacher, there is your condemna- 
tion: every one of you ſhall eternally witneſs me, to that 
which exerciſeth your conſcience do I ſpeak, for now the 


mighty day of the Lord is coming, meet him, by putting off. 


your works of darkneſs. God that made the world and all 
things in It, dwells not in Temples made with hands, neither 
will be worſhiped with mens inventions : but 1ſrae!, when he 
had forgotten his maker, builded Temples; and Fxdah builded 
fenced Cities; but the Lord will ſend a fire to devour them, 
and all your ſongs ſhall be turned into mourning, the mouth 
of the.Lord hath ſpoken it. O then, all ye that profeſs, ſce 
that you poſleſs, and profeſs no more than you are. 


All who ſtumble at the light are without, and are not come 
to repentance, and fo all who ftumble at the light, ſtumble 
at repentance : All who ſtumble at the light, ſtumble at the 
door, the door 1s known by the light which comes from Chriſt : 
4nd all who ſtumble at the light, ſtumble at the way ; 
tor 
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for Crit hath enlightned every one, that with the light-he 
might ſee the way ( which is Chriſt ) to the Father. Soall who 
ſtumble at the light, ſtumble at the Scriptures, and know not 
the meaning of them ; for that eye that is turned from the light 
is the blind, and leads into the Ditch, and is to be condemned 
with the light from Chriſt - And all who ſtumble ar the light, 
never knew Hope which purifies, nor Faith which purifies, nor 
the belief which overcomes the world ; but he walks in dark- 
neſs, and doth not know whether he goes, and the Children 
of light which dwells in-the light, to him their condition is un- 
known, for. he hates that which they walk in: So with that 
heis condemned, and to you all this is the word of God ; And 
211 who ſtumble at the Prophets words, and cannot underſtand 
the words of them, ſpoken from the light which is in them; 
And all who ſtumble at the light, ſtumble at the Apoſtles 
words, which were declared from the light which was made - 
manifeſt in all conſciences, which miniſtred to the Spirits in 
Priſon : Sn all who ſtumble at the light; they are to be con- 
demned with the light from the life of the Prophets and Apo- 
ſtles whici dwelt in the light with the rude wicked world. And 
here every one ſhall witneſs his condemnation juſt, and ſee it 
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juſt, with the light which ſhews him his evil deeds, and that 

Chriſt's words are true, and to own his condemnation that ha- 

teth it, and they are the Children of the Light that love it, and 

believe in it, and with the Light they ſee their Deeds are 

wrought in God, to the Praiſe of God, and Joy, and Comfort 
. of themkclyes. 
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
